' « Source's family lived in EBBLIN until 1945 ahd they had a fruit and vege- 
table shop there. Just before the capitulation the family moved out to their 
v?eek-end house at EGGERSDORP (near STRAUSS EERG).. Just after the capitulation 

Source's father, who had been a Zellenloiter in the N.S.D.A.P. was arrested by 
the Russians and taken to LANDSBERG, and a long time afterwards the family 
received news through the International Red Cross that ho had died. 

2. After Source had finishod his apprenticeship in 1948 he went illegally to 
the British Zone (ROTHENBURG in the HAN?TOVER area) where ho remained until ho 
returned illegally to the R.O.Z. to visit his mother at Xmas 1948. Source 
claims that he was caught on the way back and therefore had to remain in the 
Russian Zone, He did not v/ork until he joined the police in 1, larch 1949, 

3. At his first unit at POTSDAM/jDICHE he became a Gruppenflihrer but on post- 
ing to the unit at ICSRST he held no Ainction. In August 1949 ho, was posted to 
the nev/ school at PRENZLAU and with this unit he served with various companies 
and v/as Grupponf(ihrer/2er stollv Zugflihrer before becoming C ompany Clerk 
(Kompanioschreiber) with th e 5 Kompanie at the beginning of November 1949. 

4. Source reports that his mother moved to BiiiRLIN (U.S. Sector) in October 

1949 when she obtained a rcsidentitxl permit on account of the fact that the 
family had lived there until 1945* Source claims that his mother hopes to got 

the family shop back again in v/hich case he intends helping her with it; 

5* Source claims that naturally during his police service ho was asked to 
join the S.E.D. but he told them that ho was a member of the local Ortsgruppe,' 
They asked if he 7/ould produce a certificate to this effect and he obtained on« 
from the EGGEHSDORB’ Ortsgruppe to the effect that "ho had applied to join tho 
party." Source claims that to safeguard himself he had at one time asked the 
local party office for a questionnaire in order to join but that ho had novor 
filled-up same nor submitted it. It is rather hard to believe that the police 

accepted this certificate the more so as Source claims that he was voted as 

1or Vorsitzender within his police group. 

6. Source claims that his trouble with the police really only began during the 
week before he defected v/hen his Kompanieflihrer discovered that he had boon 
keeping a diary part of which had been written in codo.‘* Also voiy hard to 
believe is tho fact that after the diary had boon taken from him by tho Kor»- 
panioflihrer (Oberrat KUNISH) Sourco took it back from KUNISH's desk and burned 
it. Source was questioned about the coded part of tho. diary but claims that 
he "un-coded" it all as part of his private life. 

7. It is also strange that after this affair with the diary Source was still 
allowed to work in tho company office but he claims that as from that time on- 
wards he was no longer left in possession of certain secret documents v/hich had 
been previously left in his room. Another possible expleination for the 
apparent slackness on behalf of his superiors is tho fact that immediately 
following the incident v.-ith the diary KUNISH wont ca two days leave. 



8. Apart from the three possible iv/asons for Sour 
i.e. fact that his mother is now living in the U.S. 
non-membership of the S.E.D. might at any moment be 
being an agent as he had kept a coded diaiy - Sourc< 
the week before he defected three pupils of the aoh.

If what Source claims is true it is little wonder that he defected and 
intends living with his mother in the U.S, Sector. but assuming that, it is still 
rather hard to understand why Source brings the documents to a British office, 
does not appear to want anything in return, not even help to settle in EiRLIN’' 
or arrange return of the family shop, and is so very apologetic that he did not - 
defect a week or. two earlier when 'he might have been able to bring other 
material v/hioh v/as then located in his office. ' Source in this office was 
•toying* with the idea of returning overnight to the school and stealing more 
documents, and without any suggestions he has offered to do all he can to get 
information by one means or another, 

10. Theduplicated documents v;hich Source has brought with him v;ould appear to 
be conqpletely genuine and the only shadow of doubt that remains in the inter- 
rogator's mind is that, considering a recent unsuccessful attempt at pene- 
tration of this office by a 'smart female' frem tho former DVdl, Source has been 
sent along with some documents, which although genuine and reasonably interest-, 
ing are, after all, only introductions to the various subjects, and a 're-write' 
of former German training manuals. 
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a) VP Sohule FHENZLAU - including original training documents (introduotion 
to Artillery training; introduction to Signals training and Recce 
training etc.), certain daily training details and various other origi- 
nal documents.

3 . Strength and Organisation 

Source claims that the total number of policemen at the school must bo 
around the 1,100 figure, Ho reports that there are now ton (10) 'Kon5)anicn' 
all hough the tenth was just being filled up. Each 'Korapanio’ has an estab- 
lishmont for 107 policemen, this figure being made up as follows

Source is not too sure about the axmamont, but claims that there must have 
been about 15 machine guns (MG ?); 150 tonmqr guns (MP 42) and about 500 car- 

bir..es (98 K), He reports that about the middle of October ZMortars arrived 
anc, he thinks that these v/ere Granatv/erfer 8 cm, 

5. Source reports that on 7th October 1949 artillery pieces were delivered 
at the school and ho claims to have seon about four 8,8 ora. anti-aircraft guns 
ani a roiniber of light A, A. guns possiblyZ cm, calibre. SoiiToe adds that for 
abcut three weeks before these artillery pieces arrived the garages where they 
are now stored had been declared an out-of-bounds aroa, 

6. Training 

Source himself did not take part in the training and is unable to give 
details of the scope of the various subjects under the various headings, 

7. ^o claims that the training is divided into ton (10) main subjects and that 
thsse are known under a constant number designation (Roman figures). The 
various branches of each subject are determined each week by a code which 
changes weekly, and as instructions come from a higher level as to what subjects 
an5. how many hours of each are to be dealt with. Source claims that it was, 
therefore, impossible for anyone at con5)ai:\y level to know what subjects wore 
going to bo dealt with two weeks ahead. 

8. On looking though the documents which Source had brought vvith him he 
pointed out that certain of the Roman figures stood for he following detailed 
main subjects:- 
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I ~ Political indoctrination 
II - Field craft, general infantry training with weapons 
III - Weapons other than hand-fire weapons 
IV - Weapon training and shooting practice 
V - General military training without weapons 
VI - Sport as adapted to suit military needs 
VII - Medical instruction 
IX - Instruction on conduct and discipline 
X - General school subjects including Russian language 

9. As regards S ignal s tr aili ng Source thinks that his •Kon^junie* has had only 
a total of three periods each of two hours and that has been only theoretical 
¥/ork« He is of the opinion that more periods will be allotted to this subject 
when the weather is too bad for the pupils to do outside field training. 

10. As regards tra ining on mortars, he is of the opinion that only one 
'Konpanie' which~has been es^clalTy chosen as a mortar cortpaiy has had any 
training, theoretical or otherv/ise, on this weapon. 

1 1 . Source reports that Arti llery training began oiily about the middle of 
November I9^f9 but that this has been intensified training and the subject has 
been taught almost every day, and that about three hours a day has been allotted 
to it. He understands that this: training is being given in every compary with 
the possible exception of one canpany which, he understands, is to specialise 

in eirgineers training! 

12. Daily training ti tn ings do not differ from the usual Bereitschafteiv/ 
Schuleh timings and the subject detailed above are all taught within the 
period 0800 to 1730 hours v/ith a two hours midday break. Source reports 
that the evening individual study has, since about the middle of November 19^9, 
given way to the writing of political essays and cinema shows (school now has 
its own cinema). 

13* Source reports that special weekly instruction is held for the o fficers. 
Zugfdhrer and Gruppenfdhrer, arid this is partly Confirmed by some of the 
attached documents. Officers normally have their instruction on F ridays from 
1bOO - 1730 hours, which is after their weekly conference with the”school chief 
on Friday mornings, Zugftkhrer normally have their instruction on Wednes days 

from 1400 - 1730 hours which consists mainly of field craft training and ia 
- given by Oberkoraraissar ^^NHIilN .t Grupp enfdhrer normally had their instruction 
on Th ursdays from 1400 *^750 hours which consl.8ted mainly of field craft 
training and was given by Oberkcmimissar HASENEGIN. Source reports that the 
training for Gnppenflihrer stopped after the school started running fort- 
nightly courses for Gruppenflihror. 

14. In November 1949 the school began running N.C.O/, course (Gruppenflihror^ 
lohrgaenge) and these were conducted by Oberkanraissai| w ho was normally 

a 'Korapanieftthrer' . The second course was still ruiWng at Voth December 1949, 
the first one had lasted 15 days and the second one was understood to last 
for 17 days. Each course had been attended by three 'Untorflihrer' from each 
Korapanio, Source understands that all the pupils on these courseswere new 
recruits who had joined the police only after the opening of the school at 
;PRENZLAU. 

15* Source reports that special v/eekly evening political indoctrination 
course are run by Kommissar LUX and Kommlssar WRBDB for Zugflihrer and other 
members of the permanent staff who cannot attend the political indoctrination 
]ieriods during the normal training hours. 

1 6, Xmas and New Y ear Leav e , 

Source reports that ^ 0 % of the pupils were leaving the school from the 
11th to the 14th December 1949 for leave over the Christmas period and that 
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they had to b© back at the school by 2400 hours on the 2?th Deoombor so that 
the other 50^ could leave on the.'28th December for leave over the Now Year period, 

1 7 . Even ing; lea ve 

Evenings for leave are the normal ones throughout the Zone and are »yed- 
nesdays, Saturdays and Sundays, Source claims that pupils are granted this 
evening leave on the basis of their progress in the training, but each pupil 
normally gets out once per v/eek although it is not uncommon that a pupil who 
lias misbehaved, or who has shown no interest in the training has not been 
allowed out once in a period of s.ay four weeks. Recently a scheme has been 
introduced whereby two pupils from each Konipatiie ajw allowed out of barracks 
daily and during the training period,

Source claims that the school has at present only a total of:

The interrogations in JiSEilSBUHr (21*12«46 »• 3»l«4-7) took 
place olovon timoa. Tho first interrogation lasted six hrs at ni^t on 
Jojias ovot Other interrogations lasted on an avorage throe hourS| oa.v?tljaoB 
twice nightly. They '>voro oari’icd out by unifomod Ki'CVD official in the 
pronence of a Russian wotian intorprotcr. Boating and third dogaroo inothods 
wore also applied in MER3EBURG. Tho first interrogation took place in an 
officjo. The inojuaining ton in a cellar, naked, lying on tho potiont aixd being 
beaten fresn time to tiiiio. The Russian woman interpreter v®a present at 
each interrogation. 

Upon ooiiTpletion of invcstlgationo in 11ER3BBQEG, subdoot was 
brought, together with about 30 other prisoners guarded by Russian aimed 
sentries and dogs and chained together on 1*47 to the NKVD prison in 
lUO-Iii. Transport was oarriod but in cxn -./pen lorry. Tho aontrios wore 
araod v/ith taiiijiy guns. 

There were no interrogations in the NKVD prison in H/JJE. 
Before subject v;as talccn there ho was told in MbiiaEBURG tliat ho would bo 
sentenced by a Hudsian tribunal according to the Russian Penal code. 

He v;aa detained in tho coll No. 91 on tho sooond floor of 
tho NKVD prison ( " Zucjlithaus - Roter Oohso") in HAiJE. There >voro oiflit 
prisoners hold in subjeot'o cell vdiioh usually is destined for a single 
prisoner. Pood in the prison was remarkably bad. 

On 13th Jan 47 ho was nontenood by a Russian lyiilitaiy

Incidc the camp, there ir a Oamp Police consisting of tiic 
inmates, A Russian saorgent is in ijharge of the Oamp Police, The main taste 
of the Oamp F^-lioc is to fceep order among fellov; prisoners under Russian 
instruotions. In addition, every hut has a senior prisoner who is in charge of 
the hut and is responsible for internal order among the fellov; prisoners, 'Phe 
Oamp Police does duties outside the barracks and. carries out searches on 
Russian instruotions.

A division of prisoners into categories for the puirposc of 
correctional labour is not known to informant. The prisoners arc not employed
